Preserve  me  also  this  day,  at  least  from 
sin ;  and  if  I  should  die  to-day,  oh  !  let  me  die  in 
Thy  holy  grace.  I  offer  to  Thee  to-day  myself 
and  my  life.  O  Jesus,  for  Thee  I  live,  for  Thee 
I  die  ;  Thine  I  am  in  life  and  death.  O  my  di- 
vine Mother  Mary,  keep  and  guard  me  to-day  as 
thy  child.     Bless  me,  my  relatives,  and  friends. 

{Now  say  three  Hail   Marys  to  remain  pure,  and  an  Our 
Father  to  your  Patron  Saint.) 

St.  Joseph,  all  saints  and  angels,  pray  for  me. 

Angel  of  God,  my  guardian  dear, 

To  whom  His  love  commits  me  here, 

Ever  this  day  be  at  my  side, 

To  light  and  guard,  to  rule  and  guide.  Amen.

Christ,  our  Lord.     Amen. 

The  Confiteor.

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IV.  STATIONS,  OR  WAY  OF  THE  CROSS. 

The  Stations  represent  places  and  scenes  of  the  sufferings 
of  our  Lord  on  His  way  to  Mount  Calvary,  and  of  His  death 
and  burial.  Those  who  perform  this  holy  devotion  may  gain 
all  the  indulgences  granted  to  pilgrims  that  visit  the  sacred 
places  in  Jerusalem.  The  only  conditions  for  gaining  these 
indulgences  are  as  follows  :  I.  To  be  in  the  state  of  grace  ; 
2.  To  go  froi7i  one  Station  to  the  other  as  far  as  the  conve- 
nience of  the  place  per??iits  ;  3.  To  meditate  o?i  the  Passion  of 
our  Lord.  These  indulgences  can  be  gained  also  for  the  souls 
in  Purgatory.  Those  who  are  sick,  or  in  prison,  or  at  sea, 
or  otherwise  prevented  from  going  to  church,  may  gain  these 
indulgences  by  saying  devoutly,  with  a  contrite  heart,  while 
holding  in  their  hands  a  crucifix  blessed  for  that  purpose,  the 
Our  Father,  the  Hail  Mary,  and  the  Glory  be  to  the 
Father,  each  fourteen  times,  and  at  the  end  of  these  the 
same  three  prayers,  each  five  times  ;  and  then  again  one  Our 
Father,  one  Hail  Mary,  and  one  Glory  be  to  the  Father, 
for  the  Pope.  These  Crucifixes,  once  indulgenced,  can  no 
longer  be  sold,  given  away,  or  lent. — Raccolta,  p.  104.

An  Act  of  Contrition. 

O  my  Jesus  !  most  merciful  Lord  !  because

(All  Standing.) 

In  this  First  Station  is  represented  the  hall  of 
Pilate,  in  which  Jesus  our  good  Lord  received 
the  unjust  sentence  of  death. 

Consider,  O  my  soul !  the  wonderful  submis- 
sion of  Jesus,  our  innocent  Lord,  in  receiving  so 
unjust  a  sentence  ;  and  remember  that  thy  sins 
were  the  false  witnesses,  and  thy  blasphemies, 
backbitings,  and  evil-speaking  the  reason  the 
impious  judge  pronounced  it.  Turn,  therefore, 
to  thy  loving  God,  and  say  to  Him  with  the 
heart  rather  than  the  lips : 

(All  Kneeling.) 

Ah,  dear  Jesus  !  how  tender,  beyond  all  utter- 
ance, is  Thy  love  !  For  the  sake  of  so  unworthy 
a  creature  as  I  am,  Thou  hast  suffered  imprison- 
ment, chains,  and  scourges,  and,  to  crown  all, 
hast  been  condemned  to  so  shameful  a  death  ! 
Ah,  surely  this  is  enough  to  touch  my  heart,  and 
make  me  detest  all  those  sins  of  the  tongue 
which  have  been  the  cause  of  it.  Yes,  I  detest 
and  bitterly  repent  of  them  ;  and  all  along  this 
Way  of  Sorrows  I  will  continue  to  lament   and 
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bewail  them,  while  I  repeat,  My  Jesus,  mercy ! 
my  Jesus,  mercy !

Second  Station. 
Jesus  Receives  the  Cross  on  His  Shoulders. 

V.  We  adore  Thee,  O  Christ,  and  we  bless 
Thee  : 

R.  Because  by  Thy  holy  Cross  Thou  hast 
redeemed  the  world. 

This  Second  Station  represents  the  place  where 
Jesus,  our  most  loving  Lord,  was  laden  with  the 
heavy  burden  of  the  Cross. 

Consider  how  Jesus,  our  most  gentle  Lord, 
embraces  the  Cross.  See  with  what  meekness 
He  suffers  the  blows  and  insults  of  that  vile  rab- 
ble :  whereas  thou  impatiently  shrinkest  from  the 
slightest  suffering!  And  yet  dost  thou  not  know, 
poor  sinner,  that  without  the  Cross  thou  canst  not 
enter  heaven  ?  Weep  for  thy  blindness,  and,  turn- 
ing to  thy  Lord,  say  to  Him,  with  sorrow  of  heart : 

My  Jesus  !  this  Cross  should  be  mine,  not 
Thine.  Ah,  most  heavy  Cross  !  prepared  by  my 
sins  !  O  dear  Saviour  !  give  me  fortitude  to  em- 
brace all  the  crosses  which  my  most  grievous  sins 
deserve.  Grant  that  I  may  die  embracing  the 
Holy  Cross  ;  and  enable  me  to  say  again  and 
again,  with  Thy  beloved  daughter,  Saint  Teresa, 
"  To  suffer  or  die  !  to  suffer  or  die  !  "

In  this  Third  Station  is  represented  the  first 
fall  of  Jesus  beneath  His  Cross. 

Consider  how  Jesus,  our  most  afflicted  Lord, 
weakened  by  the  continual  shedding  of  His 
blood,  fell  the  first  time  to  the  ground.  Ah,  see 
how  those  wretches  torment  Him  with  blows,  and 
kicks,  and  stripes  !  and  yet  our  most  patient  Lord 
opens  not  His  lips,  but  suffers  in  silence  ;  while 
thou  in  thy  slightest  troubles  dost  murmur  and 
complain,  or  perhaps  dost  even  rashly  curse  or 
blaspheme.  Detest  heartily  this  pride  and  re- 
bellion, and  say  to  thine  afflicted  Lord  : 

Most  beloved  Redeemer  !  behold  at  Thy  feet 
the  greatest  sinner  in  the  world.  Oh,  how  often 
have  I  fallen  !  how  often  have  I  plunged  into  an 
abyss  of  sin  !  Stretch  out  Thy  Sacred  Hand  to 
raise  me.  Help  me,  O  my  Jesus !  help  me  ! 
Grant  that  during  the  remainder  of  my  life  I  may 
never  fall  into  mortal  sin,  so  that  when  I  come  to 
die,  I  may  secure  my  eternal- salvation.

Fourth  Station. 

Jesus  Meets  His  Most  Holy  Mother. 

V.  We  adore  Thee,  O  Christ,  and  we  bless 
Thee: 
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R.  Because  by  Thy  holy  Cross  Thou  nasi 
redeemed  the  world. 

In  this  Fourth  Station  is  represented  the  place 
where  Jesus  met  His  most  afflicted  Mother. 

Alas  !  what  sorrow  pierced  the  heart  of  Jesus  ! 
Alas  !  what  anguish  wounded  the  heart  of  Mary  in 
this  meeting  !  Mary,  full  of  affliction,  seems  to 
say :  "  O  ungrateful  soul !  what  has  my  Jesus 
done  to  thee?"  "What  has  my  poor  Mother 
done  to  thee?"  asks  Jesus,  in  the  midst  of  His 
sufferings.  "Ah  !  forsake  sin,  which  has  caused 
our  pain  and  sorrow!  "  What  answer  dost  thou 
make,  my  soul  ?  Oh,  hardened  though  thou  be, 
say  thus  to  Him  : 

O  Divine  Son  of  Mary  !  O  most  holy  Mother 
of  my  Jesus !  behold  me  at  your  feet,  humbled 
and  filled  with  compunction.  I  confess  that  I 
am  the  traitor  who  made  by  my  sins  that  sword 
of  sorrow  which  has  pierced  your  most  tender 
hearts.  Ah  !  I  sincerely  repent  of  all  my  sins, 
and  ask  of  you  both  mercy  and  pardon.  Mercy, 
my  Jesus  !  mercy  !  Mercy,  most  holy  Mary  ! 
mercy  !  Ah  !  grant  me  such  a  measure  of  mercy 
that  I  may  sin  no  more,  but  may  meditate  day 
and  night  on  your  pains  and  sorrows.

Fifth  Station. 

Jesus  is  Helped  by  the  Cyrenian  to  Carry 
the  Cross. 

V.  We  adore  Thee,  O  Christ,  and  we  bless 
Thee  ; 
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R.  Because  by  Thy  holy  Cross  Thou  hast 
redeemed   the  world. 

In  this  Fifth  Station  is  represented  the  place 
where  the  Cyrenian  was  compelled  to  carry  the 
Cross  of  Jesus. 

Consider  that  thou  art  the  Cyrenian  who  art 
helping  to  carry  the  Cross  of  Christ  against  thy 
will,  because  thou  art  too  much  attached  to  the 
fleeting  goods  of  this  world.  Rouse  thyself, 
once  for  all,  and  relieve  thy  God  of  so  great  a 
burden,  accepting  with  hearty  good-will  all  the 
troubles  which  come  to  thee  from  the  hand  of 
God,  protesting  thy  willingness  to  receive  them 
not  only  with  patience,  but  with  lively  gratitude, 
and  offer  Him  this  prayer  : 

O  Jesus,  my  most  beloved  Lord  !  I  thank 
Thee  for  the  many  and  favorable  occasions 
which  Thou  givest  me  of  suffering  for  Thee, 
and  of  meriting  for  myself.  Make  me,  I  beseech 
Thee,  O  my  God  !  so  to  suffer  patiently  that 
which  seems  evil  in  this  life,  that  I  may  lay  up  a 
store  of  eternal  goods  in  the  next  ;  and  so  to 
weep  with  Thee  here  below,  that  I  may  be  made 
worthy  to  reign  with  Thee  in  Paradise.

Sixth  Station. 
The  Face  of  Jesus  is  Wiped  by  Veronica. 

V.  We  adore  Thee,  O  Christ,  and  we  bless 
Thee  : 

R.  Because  by  Thy  holy  Cross  Thou  hast  re- 
deemed the  world. 
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This  Sixth  Station  represents  the  place  where 
Saint  Veronica  wiped  with  a  cloth  the  Face  of 
Jesus. 

Consider  the  likeness  of  Jesus,  wan  and  suffer- 
ing, imprinted  on  that  cloth  ;  and  lovingly  strive 
to  form  a  lively  portrait  of  Him  in  thy  heart. 
Oh,  happy  wilt  thou  be,  if  thou  livest  with  Jesus 
engraven  upon  thy  heart  !  and  oh,  blessed  above 
measure,  if,  with  Jesus  engraven  upon  thy  heart, 
thou  diest !  And  to  deserve  so  great  a  blessing, 
pray  thus  unto  thy  Lord  : 

O  my  Lord,  my  agonized  Redeemer,  I  be- 
seech Thee  impress  so  deeply  on  my  heart  the 
image  of  Thy  most  sacred  Countenance,  that 
day  and  night  I  may  always  think  of  Thee  ;  and 
with  Thy  most  sorrowful  Passion  before  my  eyes, 
may  ever  bewail  my  most  grievous  sins.  Ah  ! 
I  protest  that  I  desire  to  eat  of  this  bread  of 
sorrow  until  I  come  to  die,  and  ever  to  detest 
my  sins.

Jesus  Falls  Under  the  Cross  the  Second 
Time. 

V.  We  adore  Thee,  O  Christ,  and  we  bless

deemed the  world. 

In  this  Seventh  Station  is  represented  the  place 
where  Jesus  fell  under  the  Cross  the  second  time. 

Consider   thy   Lord    stretched   on   the   earth, 
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weighed  down  by  His  sorrow,  trampled  under 
foot  by  His  enemies,  derided  by  the  multitude  ; 
and  reflect  that  it  was  thy  pride  which  made  Him 
fall,  thy  self-conceit  which  thus  prostrated  Him. 
Ah  !  for  once  bow  down  thy  head,  and  with  bit- 
ter contrition  for  thy  past  sins,  resolve  for  the 
future  to  humble  thyself  beneath  the  feet  of  all, 
and  say  to  thy  sorrowful  Lord  : 

O  most  Holy  Redeemer,  although  I  see  Thee 
fallen,  I  acknowledge  Thee  at  the  same  time  to 
be  the  Almighty  God,  and  beseech  Thee  to  bring 
down  all  my  proud  thoughts,  my  ambition,  and 
self-esteem,  that  I  may  ever  humbly  and  will- 
ingly embrace  abjection  and  contempt  ;  and  by 
that  deep  and  heartfelt  humility  which  is  so 
pleasing  to  Thee,  raise  Thee  up  from  this  sorrow- 
ful fall.

Eighth  Station. 
Jesus  Consoles  the  Women  of  Jerusalem. 

V.  We  adore  Thee,  O  Christ,  and  we  bless 
Thee: 

R.  Because  by  Thy  holy  Cross  Thou  hast  re- 
deemed the  world. 

This  Eighth  Station  represents  the  place  where 
Jesus,  our  most  merciful  Lord,  consoled  the 
weeping  and  afflicted  women  of  Jerusalem. 

Consider  that  Thou  hast  a  double  cause  to 
weep — both  for  Jesus,  who  suffers  so  much  for 
thee,  and  for  thyself,  who  art  so  ungrateful  that 
thou  canst  find  no  pleasure  to  thy  liking  without 
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at  the  same  time  offending  Him.  Canst  thou, 
at  the  sight  of  such  sufferings,  still  remain  un- 
moved ?  Ah,  now  that  thou  seest  what  com- 
passion Jesus  shows  for  these  poor  women,  take 
courage,  and  with  sorrow  and  contrition  say  to 
Him  : 

O  my  dearest  Saviour  !  why  is  not  my  heart  all 
steeped  in  tears  of  true  repentance  ?  I  ask  tears 
of  Thee,  my  Jesus — tears  of  sorrow  and  compas- 
sion— that  with  tears  in  my  eyes,  and  sorrow  in 
my  heart,  I  may  deserve  to  obtain  that  pity 
which  Thou  didst  show  to  those  poor  women. 
Ah,  grant  me  this,  my  only  consolation,  that, 
after  being  regarded  by  Thee  with  eyes  of  pity  in 
this  life,  I  may  behold  Thee  in  peace  at  the  mo- 
ment of  my  death.

This  Ninth  Station  represents  the  place  where 
Jesus  fell  under  the  Cross  the  third  time. 

Alas,  how  painful  was  this  fall  of  Jesus  !  Be- 
hold, with  what  fury  the  most  gentle  Lamb  is 
torn  to  pieces  by  raging  wolves  !  See  how  they 
bruise  and  strike  Him,  and  drag  Him  in  the 
mire  !     Ah,  accursed  sin,  which  thus  maltreated 
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the  Son  of  God  !  Surely  the  sight  of  a  God  thus 
oppressed,  a  God  thus  trampled  under  foot,  de- 
serves Thy  tears.  Oh  !  turn  to  Him  in  sorrow 
of  heart,  and  say  : 

O  my  God  !  Thou  who  art  Almighty,  Thou 
who  with  Thy  finger  alone  sustainest  heaven  and 
earth  ;  who  is  it  that  has  made  Thee  fall  thus 
miserably  to  the  ground  ?  Alas,  it  is  I,  by  my 
sins  and  repeated  relapses  ;  and  I  have  added 
torments  to  torments,  by  accumulating  sin  upon 
sin.  But  behold  me  now,  contrite  at  Thy  feet, 
most  fully  resolved  never  more  to  offend  Thee. 
With  tears  and  sighs  I  will  repeat  a  hundred  and 
a  thousand  times,  Never  more  will  I  sin,  O  my 
God  !  never,  never  more.

Tenth  Station. 

Jesus  is  Stripped  of  His  Garments. 

V.  We  adore  Thee,  O  Christ,  and  we  bless 
Thee  : 

R.  Because  by  Thy  holy  Cross  Thou  hast  re- 
deemed the  world. 

This  Tenth  Station  represents  to  us  the  place 
where  Jesus  was  stripped  of  His  garments,  and 
where  gall  was  given  Him  to  drink. 

Consider,  O  my  soul,  how  Jesus,  covered  with 
bruises  and  wounds  outwardly,  was  now  inwardly 
tormented  with  a  most  loathsome  draught  of  gall. 
See  how,  by  His  nakedness,  He  atones  for  thy 
want  of  modesty  and  thy  vanity  in  dress,  and  by 
the  bitterness  which  He  tastes,  for  thy  excesses 
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in  eating  and  drinking!  Wilt  thou  not,  then,  be 
moved  to  pity  ?  Oh  !  cast  thyself  at  the  feet  of 
Jesus,  and  say  to  Him  : 

O  my  most  afflicted  Lord,  what  a  horrible  con- 
trast is  this  !  Thou  all  blood,  all  wounds,  all 
bitterness,  and  I  all  comfort,  enjoyment,  and 
sweetness.  Ah,  no !  this  is  not  as  it  should  be. 
I  beseech  Thee,  dearest  Lord,  make  me  change 
my  life;  and  let  the  sweetness  of  this  world  be- 
come bitter  to  me,  so  that  henceforth  I  may  have 
no  relish  but  for  the  sweet  bitterness  of  Thy 
most  Holy  Passion,  until  I  come  to  enjoy  with 
Thee  the  delights  of  Paradise.

This  Eleventh  Station  represents  the  place 
where  Jesus  was  nailed  to  the  Cross,  in  the  sight 
of  His  most  holy  Mother. 

Consider  the  exceeding  pain  which  Jesus,  our 
good  Lord,  suffered  when  He  felt  the  nails  pierce 
and  tear  His  veins,  bones,  nerves,  and  flesh,  with 
unspeakable  anguish.  Art  thou  not  melted  into 
tenderness  at  the  sight  of  so  much  pain,  and  the 
recollection  of  thy  many  sins  ?  Ah  !  give  vent  to 
thy  sorrow,  and  say  : 

O  Jesus,  my  most  merciful  Lord,  crucified  for 
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my  sake,  subdue,  utterly  subdue,  my  hard  heart 
with  Thy  holy  fear  and  love  ;  and  since  my  sins 
were  the  cruel  nails  which  pierced  Thee,  grant 
that  now  my  sorrow  may  pierce  and  nail  to  the 
Cross  all  my  ill-regulated  passions  ;  that  so  it 
may  be  my  happy  lot  to  live  and  die  crucified 
with  Thee  on  earth,  that  I  may  come  to  reign 
gloriously  with  Thee  in  heaven.

In  the  Twelfth  Station  is  represented  the  place 
where  the  Cross  was  raised,  with  Jesus  nailed 
upon  it. 

Raise  thine  eyes  and  see  Jesus,  thy  most  dear 
Lord,  hanging  on  the  Cross,  fastened  by  three 
nails  !  Gaze  on  that  Divine  Face  of  Jesus  dy- 
ing !  Mark  how  He  prays  for  those  who  offend 
Him  ;  gives  Paradise  to  him  who  asks  it  ;  leaves 
His  Mother  to  the  care  of  John  ;  recommends 
His  soul  to  His  Heavenly  Father  ;  and  at  length, 
bowing  His  head,  dies  ! 

Jesus,  then,  is  dead  !  dead  on  the  Cross  for 
thee!  And  what  art  thou  doing?  Ah!  take 
care  not  to  go  hence  without  expressing  sorrow 
and  compunction  ;  embrace  the  Cross  of  Jesus, 
and  say  to  Him  : 
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My  dearest  Redeemer,  I  know  and  confess 
that  my  most  grievous  sins  have  been  the  merci- 
less executioners  who  have  taken  away  Thy  life. 
I  do  not  deserve  to  be  pardoned,  for  I  am  the 
traitor  who  has  crucified  Thee  !  But,  oh,  what 
consolation  for  me  to  hear  Thee  praying  for 
those  who  crucified  Thee  !  What  shall  I  do  for 
Thee  who  hast  done  so  much  for  me  ?  My  Lord, 
I  am  ready  and  willing  to  pardon  every  one  who 
has  offended  me.  Yes,  my  God,  for  love  of  Thee 
I  pardon  all,  I  embrace  all,  I  wish  well  to  all; 
and  so  I  hope  to  hear  Thee  say  to  me  in  my  last 
moments  :  "  To-day  shalt  thou  be  with  me  in 
Paradise."

In  this  Thirteenth  Station  is  represented  how 
Jesus  was  taken  down  from  the  Cross,  and  laid 
in  the  lap  of  His  most  afflicted  Mother. 

Consider  what  a  sword  of  sorrow  pierced  the 
heart  of  our  disconsolate  Lady,  when  She  received 
Her  dead  Son  into  Her  arms  !  Alas  !  at  the  sight 
of  His  wounds  all  the  anguish  of  Her  most  tender 
heart  was  renewed  :  but  the  sharpest  sword  which 
pierced  Her  heart  was  sin — sin  which  deprived 
of  life  Her  beloved  Son.     Weep,  then,  for  ac- 
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cursed  sin;  and  mingling  thy  tears  with  those  of 
the  afflicted  Virgin,  say  to  Her  : 

0  Queen  of  Martyrs  !  when  shall  I  be  worthy 
to  understand  and  sympathize  with  Thy  sorrows, 
by  having  them  ever  present  in  my  heart?  O 
exalted  Lady  !  grant  that  I  may  weep  night  and 
day  for  my  sins  which  have  caused  Thee  so  much 
suffering ;  that  so  weeping,  loving,  and  hoping,  I 
may  die  of  pure  sorrow  for  Thy  sake,  to  live  for 
ever  with  Thee.

At  the  sight  of  Her  tears, 
conceive  a  just  shame  that  thou  hast  shown  so 
little  sorrow  and  compassion  in  the  course  of  this 
holy  pilgrimage.  Now  at  least  rouse  thyself; 
kiss  the  stone  of  the  sacred  tomb  :  try  hard  to 
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leave  thy  heart  within  it  :  and  with  bitter  sorrow 
pray  to  thy  dead  Lord  : 

O  my  most  compassionate  Jesus  !  who  solely 
for  love  of  me  has  chosen  to  accomplish  this  sor- 
rowful journey,  I  adore  Thee  as  dead,  and  en- 
closed in  the  Holy  Sepulchre ;  I  desire  now  to 
enclose  Thee  within  my  poor  heart,  that,  united 
to  Thee,  I  may  rise,  after  this  holy  exercise,  to  a 
new  life;  and  by  the  gift  of  final  perseverance, 
happily  die  in  Thy  grace.  Oh,  grant  me,  by 
the  merits  of  Thy  most  holy  Passion,  on  which  I 
have  been  meditating,  that  my  last  food  at  that 
last  hour  may  be  the  most  divine  Sacrament,  my 
last  words  Jesus  and  Mary,  and  that  my  last 
sigh  may  be  united  with  that  with  which  Thou 
didst  expire  upon  the  Cross  for  me  :  that  thus, 
with  lively  faith,  firm  hope,  and  burning  love,  I 
may  die  with  Thee  and  for  Thee,  and  come  to 
reign  with  Thee  for  ever  and  ever  !     Amen.

Prayers  Before  Confession. 

Remember,  dear  child,  that  this  may  be  your  last  confession  ; 
try,  therefore,  to  make  it  as  if  it  were  the  last  of  your  life, 

O  Father  in  heaven  !  behold  me,  Thy  sinful 
child.  Thou  hast  created  me  to  Thy  image  and 
likeness,  and  I  have  denied  my  soul  with  so 
many  sins.  Thou  hast  shed  Thy  sacred  blood 
and  hast  died  for  me,  and  I  have  again  cru- 
cified Thee  by  my  sins.  Thou  hast  followed 
me,  hast  stretched  out  toward  me  Thy  fatherly 
hands,  and  hast  offered  me  so  many  graces,  and 
I  have  despised  Thy  mercy.  But,  my  God  !  I 
know  that  "  Thou  art  sweet  and  kind  to  every 
sinner  that  calls  upon  Thee  ";  see,  1  also  return 
to  Thee,  and  listen  to  my  prayer.  By  Thy 
wounds,  O  Jesus  !  and  by  the  sorrows  of  Thy 
holy  Mother,  I  humbly  beg  of  Thee  to  pardon 
me  once  more.  Pardon  me  in  this  confession 
all  my  sins.  .  For  I  regret  and  hate  them  all, 
and  I  firmly  resolve  to  sin  no  more. 

But,  O  sweet  Jesus  !  be  merciful  to  me,  a  sin- 
ner, and  help  me  to  see  and  confess  my  sins,  in 
order  that  I  may  again  be  Thy  loving  child.  For 
this  I  humbly  hope  ;  for  a  contrite  and  humble 
heart  Thou  wilt  not  despise. 

O  Mary,  my  divine  Mother  !  by  Thy  tears  and 
sorrows,  and  the  sufferings  of  Thy  divine  Son,  I 
humbly  ask  of  Thee  to  cast  Thy  eyes  on  me,  Thy 
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ungrateful  child,  and  obtain  for  me  the  grace  to 

make  a  good  confession. 

(Three  Hail  Marys  to  our  Lady  of  Sorrows.) 
St.  Joseph  !  be  to-day  my  father  and  my  guide. 
O  holy  Guardian  Angel,  and  thou,  my  Patron 

Saint  !  pray  for  me.     Amen. 

Now  carefully  examine  your  Conscience, 

Examination  of  Conscience. 

I.  Examine  your  last  confession — whether  you  confessed 
each  mortal  sin  .  .  .  had  contrition  .  .  .  performed  your 
penance,  or  not.     If  your  confession  was  bad  tell  it  first. 

First  Commandment:  Have  I  wilfully  enter- 
tained doubts  against  faith  ?  Have  I  spoken 
against  or  ridiculed  the  Catholic  Religion,  or  its 
holy  practices  ?  ftave  I  wilfully  exposed  myself 
to  temptation  against  faith  by  dangerous  conver- 
sations, by  reading  books  written  against  reli- 
gion ?  Have  I  neglected  my  prayers  for  any 
length  of  time  ?  Have  I  dishonored  God  by  su- 
perstitious practices  ?■  Have  I  really  believed  in 
them  ?  Have  I  ever  boasted  of  my  sins  ?  In 
this  spirit,  have  I  ever  pretended  that  I  had  com- 
mitted sins  which  I  never  did  commit  ?  Have  I 
gone  on  in  my  sins,  trusting  to  the  mercy  of  God, 
and  to  a  death-bed  repentance  ?  Have  I  de- 
spaired of  the  mercy  of  God  ?  Have  I  tempted 
God  in  any  way  ? 

Second  Commandment :  Have  I  used  the  name 
of  God,  or  that  of  His  saints  and  angels,  in  a 
disrespectful  manner  ?  Have  I  cursed — that  is, 
wished  that  God  would  inflict  any  evil  on  others  ? 
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Did  I  express  such  a  wish  in  words  ?  Have  1 
taken  a  false  oath  ?  Have  I  blasphemed — that 
is,  spoken  in  an  insulting  manner  of  God  or  of 
holy  things  ?  Have  I  made  unlawful  vows  or 
promises  to  God,  or  broken  lawful  ones  ? 

Third  Commandment :  Have  I  through  my  own 
fault  neglected  Mass,  or  any  considerable  portion 
of  it,  upon  Sundays  or  holydays  of  obligation  ? 
Have  I  wilfully  entertained  distracting  thoughts 
during  a  considerable  portion  of  Mass  ?  Have  I 
done  unnecessary  servile  work  on  Sundays  or 
holydays,  or  caused  others  to  do  so,  and  for  how 
long  a  time? 

Fourth  Commandment :  Have  I  loved,  respect- 
ed, and  obeyed  my  parents  and  lawful  supe- 
riors ?  Have  I  acted  against  their  just  com- 
mands in  matters  of  consequence  ?  Have  I  ever 
used  insulting  or  disrespectful  language  towards 
them,  or  induced  others  to  do  so,  or  listened 
with  pleasure  to  such  language  ?  Have  I  wished 
them  ill,  despised  them,  or  really  wished  death 
or  any  serious  injury  to  them  ?  Have  I  struck 
them  or  wished  to  do  so  ?  Have  I  ever  cursed 
them  ?  Have  I  idled  away  my  time  and  thus 
neglected  study,  or  other  duties  of  my  state  of 
life? 

Fifth  Commandment :  Have  I  done  any  serious 
injury  to  any  one,  or  wished  to  do  so  ?  Have  I 
borne  hatred  towards  any  ones  or  refused  to 
speak  or  to  be  reconciled  to  him  ?  For  how  long 
a  time  ?  Have  I  ever  seriously  wished  the  death 
of  any  one  ?  of  whom  ?  Have  I  given  way  to 
anger  or  violent  passion  ?     Have  I  revenged  my 
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self  on  any  one,  by  word  or  action  ?  Have  I 
wished  to  do  so  ?  Have  I  challenged  or  pro- 
voked others  to  fight  or  quarrel,  or  encouraged 
others  to  do  these  things  ?  Have  I  committed 
excesses  in  eating  or  drinking  ?  or  have  I  in  any 
other  way  injured  my  health  ?  Have  I  ever 
tried  to  draw  others  into  sin  by  scandal  or  bad 
example  ?  into  what  sin  ?  how  many  souls  have  I 
thus  wounded  ? 

Sixth  and  Ninth  Commandments  (the  Ninth 
Commandment  forbids  in  thought  and  desire 
whatever  the  Sixth  forbids  in  action)  :  In  no 
other  Commandment  is  the  danger  of  mortal  sin 
so  great  as  in  these,  whenever  there  is  any 
transgression.  If  you  doubt  whether  what  you 
have  done  or  allowed  others  to  do  be  sinful 
or  not,  ask  your  confessor.  Examine  whether 
you  have  offended  your  Lord  by  any  immodest 
thought,  desire,  word,  action,  look,  song,  read- 
ing, etc. 

Seventh  and  Tenth  Commandments:  Have  I 
stolen  ?  from  whom  ?  how  much  ?  Have  I  cheat- 
ed any  one  in  buying  or  selling?  how  much? 
Have  I  injured  the  goods  of  others  ?  Have  I 
neglected  to  pay  my  debts,  and  thereby  injured 
my  creditors  ?  Have  I  made  due  restitution  ? 
Have  I  unjustly  sought  the  goods  of  others  ? 

Eighth  Conwiandment :  Have  I  borne  false 
witness  against  any  one  in  court  or  to  any  one  in 
office  ?  Have  I  detracted  or  slandered  any  one  ? 
before  how  many  ?  Have  I  told  lies  ?  were  they 
of  consequence  ?  Have  I  restored  the  good 
name  of  others  whom  I  had  slandered  ?     Have  I 
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been  guilty  of  rash  judgment  ?  Have  I  wilfully 
listened  to  detractions  or  calumnies  ?  Have  1 
caused  jealousy  and  quarrels  by  tale-bearing,  or 
told  secrets  entrusted  to  me  ?  were  they  of  con- 
sequence ? 

Precepts  of  the  Church  :  Did  I  keep  the  days 
of  fasting  or  of  abstinence  ?  Did  I  do  my  Easter 
duty  ?  Did  I  by  advice  or  some  other  wa> 
prompt  or  cause  others  to  sin  ? 

Examination  of  Conscience  for  Children.

I  was  disrespectful  to  my  parents,  teachers, 
priests. 

I  called  them  names,  wished  them  dead, 
cursed  them,  did  not  mind  them.

I  quarrelled,  fought  with  others,  insulted  others. 
Wished  them  bad  ;  I  hated  them,  did  not  for 
give  them,  injured  them.

I  wished  for  something  impure  (how  often?) 
I  took  pleasure  in  seeing  impure  pictures,  plays, 

signs  (how  ofte?i  ?) 

I  read  impure  papers,  books  (how  often  ?) 

I  took  pleasure  in  hearing  impure  talk  (how 

often  ?) 

I  spoke  impure  words  (tell  how  many  and  what 

persons  heard  you,  and  how  often). 
I  made  impure  signs  (how  often  ?) 
I  did  something  impure,  alone,  with  others  (tell 

with  what  kind  of  persons,  and  how  often). 
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Against  the  Seventh  and  the  Tenth  Commandments. 

I  stole  from  my  parents,  from  others  [where and 
what  ?) 

I  helped  or  told  others  to  steal  {how  often  ?) 
I  injured  others  (how  often  ?) 

Against  the  Eighth  Commandment, 

I  told  lies  to  a  priest,  to  my  parents,  teachers, 
or  others. 

I  spoke  ill  of  others,  teachers,  parents,  priests. 

Against  the  Commandments  of  the  Church. 

I  worked  on  Sundays,  or  holydays  of  obliga- 
tion, without  necessity. 

I  eat  meat  on  a  Friday  or  a  fasting-day  (how 
often?) 

I  eat  or  drank  before  receiving  Holy  Commu- 
nion (hoiu  often  ?) 

I  did  not  go  to  confession  or  Communion  for 
more  than  a  year. 

I  was  proud  ;  I  despised  others  ;  I  was  ashamed 
of  my  poor  parents  ;  I  was  jealous;  I  was  glad 
when  others  were  put  down  ;  I  was  lazy  in  school  ; 
I  played  truant,  etc. 

For  these  and  all  other  sins  of  my  life,  espe- 
cially those  against  ...  I  am  heartily  sorry, 
and  I  promise  to  sin  no  more.  I  humbly  ask 
penance  and  absolution  of  you,  my  father. 

O  my  God  !  O  infinite  Goodness  !  would  that 
I  had  never  offended  Thee.  Pardon  me,  O 
Lord  Jesus,  pardon  me,  most  humbly  imploring

Thy  mercy.  Have  pity  upon  a  sinner  for  whom 
Thy  blood  pleads  before  the  face  of  Thy  Father. 
O  most  merciful  and  forgiving  Lord,  for  the 
love  of  Thee  I  forgive  all  who  have  ever  offended 
me.  I  firmly  resolve  to  forsake  and  flee  from  all 
sins,  and  to  avoid  the  occasions  of  them  ;  and  to 
confess,  in  bitterness  of  spirit,  all  those  sins 
which  I  have  committed  against  Thy  divine 
goodness,  and  to  love  Thee,  O  my  God,  for 
Thine  own  sake,  above  all  things,  and  for  ever. 
Grant  me  grace  to  do  so,  O  most  gracious  Lord 
Jesus.     Amen. 

(Approach  the  confessional  with  sentiments  of  humility 
and  contrition  and  confess  your  sins  with  great  truthful- 
ness as  to  Christ  Himself.  Listen  respectfully  and  at- 
tentively to  whatever  your  confessor  may  say  to  you  ; 
and  having  received  a  penance  with  absolution,  depart 
with  a  firm  determination  to  carry  out  whatever  your 
confessor  shall  have  enjoined  you,  whether  it  be  to  make 
restitution  or  reparation,  to  be  reconciled  to  your  ene- 
mies, to  avoid  proximate  occasions  of  sin,  etc.) 

After  Confession. 

Perform  your  penance  and  say  the  following  prayers  : 

O  Jesus  !  how  worthy  art  Thou  of  my  love, 
and  what  thanks  do  I  not  owe  Thee.  I  hope 
that,  through  the  merits  of  Thy  blood,  Thou  hast 
forgiven  me  my  sins.  For  this  I  thank  Thee 
with  my  whole  heart,  and  I  burn  with  the  desire 
to  praise  Thy  mercy  in  heaven  for  all  eternity. 
Until  now,  O  my  God!  I  have  offended  Thee 
often,  but  for  the  time  to  come  I  will  never  offend 
Thee  again.     I    am  anxious  to  change  my  life. 
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Thou  deservest  all  my  love,  and  therefore  I  will 
eanestly  love  Thee.  I  will  never  again  be  sepa- 
rated from  Thee.  I  have  already  promised  Thee 
rather  to  die  than  offend  Thee  again.  Once 
more  I  make  this  promise,  and  hope,  through 
Thy  mercy,  to  keep  it. 

I  promise  also  to  shun  the  occasions  of  sin. 
But  Thou  knowest  my  weakness,  O  my  God  ! 
Give  me  Thy  grace,  that  I  may  remain  true  to 
Thee  till  death ;  and  teach  me  in  the  hour  of 
temptation  to  have  recourse  to  Thee. 

O  Mary,  my  sweet  Mother  !  keep  and  guard 
me  as  Thy  child.     Amen.

Prayers  Before  Holy  Communion. 

My  divine  Redeemer,  *  in  a  few  moments 
Thou  wilt  come  to  me.  *  O  hidden  God  !  *  un- 
known to  the  greater  part  of  men,  *  I  firmly  be- 
lieve in  Thee.  *  I  profoundly  adore  Thee  *  as 
my  Lord  and  Redeemer,  *  hidden  under  the

fore I  commit  a  grievous  sin. 

O  God  of  my  heart  !  *  give  me  a  constant  sor- 
row for  my  sins  *  and  a  firm  will  *  to  avoid  all 
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dangers  of  sin.  *  Grant  me  Thy  holy  love  *  and 
final  perseverance.  I  recommend  to  Thee  *  my 
parents  and  teachers,  *  my  relatives  and  friends, 

*  and  those  that  are  living  in  sin.  *  I  also  re- 
commend to  Thy  divine  mercy  *  the  suffering 
souls  in  Purgatory  *  and  the  welfare  of  our  holy 
Church. 

And  now,  my  loving  Jesus,  *  bless  me  before  I 
go.  *  Bless  my  soul  and  body;  *  bless  my 
tongue,  *  that  it  may  speak  only  for  Thy  glory  ;  * 
bless  my  eyes,  *  that  they  may  not  gaze  on  sinful 
objects ;  *  bless  all  my  senses,  *  that  by  them  I 
may  never  offend  Thee;  *  bless  also  my  memory, 

*  that  it  may  always  remember  Thy  goodness;  * 
bless  my  mind,  *  that  it  may  understand  Thy 
holy  will  *  and  appreciate  Thy  love  forme;  * 
bless  my  will,  *  that  it  may  love  Thee  more  and 
more,  *  and  never  separate  from  Thee ;  *  bless 
also  my  parents  *  and  friends,  *  and  grant  that 
they  may  all  *  know,  love,  and  serve  Thee  here 
below,  *  and  praise  Thee  and  Thy  holy  Mother  * 
for  ever  in  heaven.

I  adore  Thy  most  loving  heart  this  day,  and  I 
adore  it  with  this  threefold  intention :  first,  in 
thanksgiving  for  so  great  a  gift  ;  secondly,  to  make 
satisfaction  for  the  many  injuries  Thou  hast  re- 
ceived from  Thy  enemies  in  this  Sacrament ;  and, 
thirdly,  by  this  visit  I  wish  to  adore  Thee  in 
all  those  places  throughout  the  world  where  Thou 
art  least  honored  and  most  neglected  in  this  di- 
vine Sacrament. 

My  Jesus,  I  love  Thee  with  my  whole  heart; 
I  am  sorry  for  having  offended  Thy  infinite  good- 
ness so  often  in  the  past.  I  am  resolved  by  the 
help  of  Thy  grace  to  offend  Thee  no  more  for 
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the  future ;  and  at  this  present  moment,  all  mis- 
erable as  I  am,  I  consecrate  myself  entirely  to 
Thee. 

I  give  and  abandon  to  Thee  my  whole  will, 
all  my  affections,  my  desires,  and  all  I  have. 

Hereafter  do  with  me,  and  with  mine,  what- 
ever Thou  wilt.  I  ask  of  Thee  nothing  but  Thy 
holy  love,  final  perseverance,  and  the  grace  to 
fulfil  in  all  things  Thy  holy  will. 

I  recommend  to  Thee  the  souls  in  Purgatory, 
especially  those  who  have  been  most  devout  to 
Thee  in  this  holy  Sacrament  and  to  the  Bless- 
ed Virgin  Mary.  I  recommend  to  Thee  more- 
over all  poor  sinners.  Finally,  my  dear  Redeem- 
er, I  unite  all  my  desires  to  the  desires  of  Thy 
most  loving  heart,  and  I  offer  them  thus  united 
to  Thy  eternal  Father,  and  beseech  Him  in  Thy 
name,  for  the  love  of  Thee,  to  receive  them  and 
to  grant  them. 

Act  of  Spiritual  Communion. 

O  my  JeSus  !  I  believe  that  Thou  art  truly  present 
in  this  holy  Sacrament.  I  love  Thee  above  all 
things,  and  I  desire  Thee  with  my  whole  soul  ;  but 
since  I  cannot  now  receive  Thee  sacramentally, 
come  at  least  spiritually  into  my  heart.  I  embrace 
Thee  as  if  Thou  wert  already  come,  I  unite  myself 
wholly  to  Thee.

Manner  of  Serving  at  Mass. 


He  who  has  the  honor  of  being  chosen  to  serve  at 
Mass  should  learn  by  heart  the  answers,  and  acquire  the 
proper  pronunciation  of  the  words.  He  should  say  them 
clearly,  distinctly,  and  slowly,  always  waiting  till  the 
priest  has  finished.  He  should  be  tidily  dressed,  and 
should  never  go  into  the  sanctuary  with  unpolished 
shoes,  tossed  hair,  or  dirty  hands — in  a  word,  he  should 
be  a  model  of  neatness.  He  should  make  it  a  rule  to  be 
at  the  church  a  little  before  the  hour  of  Mass,  so  that  the 
priest  may  not  be  obliged  to  wait  for  him.  On  entering 
the  church  he  should  kneel  down  and  reflect  for  a  few 
minutes  on  the  greatness  of  the  action  he  is  about  to  per- 
form, and  ask  the  grace  to  acquit  himself  worthily  of  it. 
He  should  then  see  that  everything  is  in  readiness  for  the 
divine  service  ;  that  the  candles  are  lighted,  the  cruets 
supplied  with  wine  and  water,  and  the  missal  placed  in 
its  position  on  the  Epistle  side  of  the  altar.  He  should 
assist  the  priest  in  putting  on  his  vestments.  During 
Mass  he  should  have  his  hands  joined  when  not  using 
them  ;  and  when  one  hand  will  suffice  he  should  always 
use  the  right,  keeping  the  left  gently  extended  across  the 
breast.  In  removing  the  missal  from  one  side  of  the  altar 
to  the  other  he  should  avoid  touching  it  with  his  fingers. 
If  there  be  two  clerks  serving,  they  should  be  careful  to 
agree  in  answering,  in  saluting,  signing  themselves 
with  the  Sign  of  the  Goss,  and  all  else  that  they  do  in 
common. 

The  clerk  should  kneel  on  the  left  hand  of  the  priest,  and 
answer  him  as  follows  :

When  you  see  the  priest  spread  his  hands  over  the  chalice, 
you  must  give  warning,  by  the  bell,  of  the  consecration  which 
is  about  to  take  place.  Then,  holding  up  the  vestment  with 
your  left  hand,  and  having  the  bell  in  your  right,  you  must 
ring  during  the  elevation  of  the  Host.  As  often  as  you  pass 
by  the  Blessed  Sacrament  you  should  adore  on  your  knees.
